REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: he primary 
reason for allowance is that the cited prior art fails to disclose or reasonable suggest 
holding the firing atmosphere at the claimed temperature range from the time the 
temperature reaches the combustion start temperature of the binder to the time when 
the binder is burn out, which as defined by applicant "burn out" has been defined when 
90% or more of the binder has been removed from the ceramic formed structure. 

The prior heats the ceramic structure in the claimed range but fails to disclose or 
reasonably suggest burning out 90% or more of the binder within the claimed range. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
